—a bloody irony at that—when the czar 
n his manifesto of August 10 employs 
.his solemn falsehood: "The, empire of 
Russia is formed and strengthened by 
.he indestructible solidarity of the ein- 
icror with the people and of the people 
with the emperor. 
This concord of em- 


peror and people (sic!) is the great mor- 
al force which has created Russia in the 
course .of centuries by protecting her 
from all misfortunes and from all 
at- 


tacks (sic!) and has constituted up to 
the present time a pledge of unity, inde- 
pendence, integrity, material well-being 
and intellectual development." 


So many arc the words which went 


forth from the imperial lips and acted 
as an introduction to the greatest docu- 
ment in modern Russian history. 


But, judging by the fate oi manifestos 


previous to the latest, this will-not Lave 
a long career before it, inasmuch as it 
simply provides for nn advisory assem- 
bly which is not of any legislative in- 
fluence whatever and so merely becomes 
a 
constitutional 
nonentity—a

trick on the part of the Russian auto- 
cracy in order to gain the confidence and 
sympathy of the world at large. The 
czar reserves the privilege of repealing 
the ukase at any time he may desire to 
do so, which is a caution similar to the 
one expressed in lines on our American

''Subject to change without notice." If 
it be true that history perpetually re- 
peats itself, this notice will not be given 
the liberty-thirsting Russian people, the 
promised parliament will never become 
a reality.

ed and cut. Sent home. 


Unknown man, living on west side; 


scalp cut and hands injured. Sent home 
from St. Mary's hospital after having in- 
juries dressed. 


John Berg, aged 30 years, 
married, 


clerk, five ribs broken, leg fractured, se- 
verely bruised, lives at Fifth and Locust 
streets. 


William Schmidt, bruised about the 


head, not seriously, taken to St. Mary's 
hospital nnd later removed to his home. 


The accident was the result of the car 


overturning from 
too 
rapid 
running 


around a curve. There were sixty per- 
sons in the car at the time. 


THE MOTORMAN WARNED. 


The motorman had lost some time on 


the outer end of the run and was endeav- 
oring to make it up. It is snid that he 
had been on that line only a short time 
and had not had time to familiarize him- 
self with the curves and turns in the 
track. 
i 


On a straight stretch of track, shortly 


before he reached the scene of the acci- 
dent, he threw on all of the power and 
the car shot forth at a terrific rate, the 
speed being so high that some of the pas- 
sengers who stood near him warned him 
to be careful of the curve. 


HKAD CRUSHED TO A PULP. 


With the first crash, there was the 


•wildest confusion among the passengers, 
but they had no opportunity to jump. 
Some of those who stood on the plat- 
form managed to escape, but the occu- 
pants of the car were unable to extricate 
themselves. 


The man who was killed, stood on the 


front platform of the train. He fell be- 
neath the front truck and his head was 
crushed to an unrecognizable mass. Al- 
most the entire weight of the car rested 
on his body and it was not until jacks 
were obtained and the truck was lifted, 
that the body could be brought out. 


When the first crash of glass and grind- 


ing of timbers, as the side of the car tore 
its way along the ground, wild screams 
were set up inside, and women and men 
struggled with each other, mingling- pray- 
ers and imprecations. The removal of 
the trolley pole from the wire left the car 
in darkness and the mass of humanity 
Bought vainly to find a place of safety. 


An extra car with claim agents and 


physicians wns summoned to the scene 
as soon as possible, and the seriously in- 
jured were taken to St. Mary's hospital. 


TAKEN' OUT U.VCOXSCIOUS. 


Some of the injured were unconscious 


when they were taken out nnd placed on 
the roadside. The cries of tlie wounded 
nrouscd the occupants of some of the 
nearby farmhouses and they appeared 
on the scene with lanterns to assist in 
th« work of rescue. A saloon close at 


hand was transformed into a temporary 
hospital and in this some of the wounded 
were given shelter. 


Some of the passengers, however, had 


already secured the assistance of friends, 
and they either Boarded other cars or 
were taken direct to their homes. One 
womaa who had six ribs broken was tak- 
en to a private residence in 
Whiteflsh 


Bay and was given medical attention 
there. 


WTord has been sent to St. Mary's hos- 


pital in advance of the arrival of the pa- 
tients, nnd all preparations had been 
made for their care. The car was stopped 
in front of the institution and the injur- 
ed who were unable to walk were carried 
in on stretchers. 


Physicians today report that all the 


injured will recover. 


TRAIN HITS CAR; NINE KILLED."" 
BUTTE, Mont., Aug. 21.—Nine persons 


\vere killed, one fatally injured and about 
thirteen more or less injured in a col- 
lision between a street car filled with 
returning merry makers from the Colum- 
bia Gardens and a freight train on the 
Butte, Anaconda and Pacific Railway last 
night. The dead:

FRONT END PASSENGERS DOOMED. 


Loaded with passengers, many of them' 


women and girls, the car, returning! from 
Columbia Gardens was struck by the end 
of a freight train on the railroad tracks 
of the Butte, Anaconda and Pacific rail- 
road and crushed beneath the weight of 
one freight car, killing nine and fatally 
injuring one and perhaps another. Num- 
erous others were slightly hurt and were 
taken to their homes for treatment, their 
names at this time being unobtainable, 


That more were not killed is miracu- 


lous, for the accident occurred H'ith a 
suddenness that precluded any "nope of 
escape for those on the front cud of the 
car. 


Most of them were women and young 


girls and seven of these wcro killed, the 
other two victims being men. 
"* 


WOMAN'S FEET SEVERED. 


Protruding from beneath the bottom of 


the mass of twisted and broken tirnbora 
were several of the victims. The 1iaibs 
of some of them were badly crushed and 
the foot of a woman wnrc almost com- 
pletely severed just above the 
ankles. 


Her agonizing screams could be faintly 
heard, but as the remainder of the body 
was obscured from view it was impossi- 
ble to identify the victim. The train 
which struck tho street car w.os compos-, 
cd of fourteen freight cars being pushed 
cast on the tracks by a. Butte, Anaconda 
and Pacific engine. 


The street car wns approaching from 


the south. Conductor Hoagland says he 
was on top of the train with a lantern 
and warned tlin motormnn, but the lat- 
ter put on speed and attempted to cross 
ahead of the train. 


ONE' KILLED; SIX INJCJRET). 


LANSING, Mich., Aug. 21.—Onp man 


was killed and six persons were seriously 
injured in a street car accident at De- 
witt, six miles from Lansing, Inst even- 
ing. The dead man is George Burton. 


A csir and trailer left this cir.y heavily 


loaded with St. Johns people who were 
returning home from nn afternoon ball 
game. Near Dewitt the trailer was de- 
railed by an obstruction on the track and 
thrown into a ditch. Many of the pnssun- 
gers were caught under the heavy car 
and crushed.

jail. Heusack maintained l)is innocnnce 
until the last nnd his wife, the daughter 
of the murdered man, remained firm in 
the belief thnt her husband was the vic- 
tim of circumstantial evidence. Raphael

kitchen, his body hacked to pieces with 
a hatchet.

George S. Dittviller, Chicago, 


Stabbed Sixteen Times by 


George O'Heavn. 


POSTAL TELEGEAPH 


OPERATOR, VICTIM 


Obiect of Vicious Attack Now in Hos- 


pital Here—Condition Serious— 


His Assailant Arrested Upon 


Arrival at Milwaukee. 


George S. Dittviller, aged 24 years, a 


telegraph operator of Chicago, is lying 
at the St. Luke's hospital, suffering from 
sixteen knife "wounds, inflicted by George 
O'Hearn, a Chicago teamster, on board 
the Goodrich Transportation Co. steamer, 
Virginia, Sunday morning at 1:30 o'clock, 
about one-half mile southeast of the har- 
bor piers. When the boat reached port 
Dittviller was removed to the Goodrich: 
office, Dr. S. E. Fazen was called and later 
the police were notified and the injured 
man removed to the. hospital. The boat 
had .steamed out of the 
harbor 
and 


O'Hcarn, the assailant, was not arrested 
until Milwaukee was reached. Later he 
was brought to Racine and also Joseph 
Miller, his companion, a witness to,the 
cutting. O'Hearn stoutly denied that.Iifl 
made the assault but when taken to the 
hospital, 
Dittviller 
readily 
identified 


him from among five men, and Miller also 
admitted that O'Hearn did the cutting. 


S. S. Ullrich, 422 Garficld Boulevard, 


Chicago, and R. L. Goss, 5222 Union Ave- 
nue, Chicngo, friends of Dittviller, left 
the boat with the injured man and re- 
mained over until last night. 


STORY OF THE TROUBLE. 


Messrs. Ullrich and Goss, well dressed 


and intelligent young men told a straight 
story of what led up to the fight. 


Fifteen telegraph operators of Chicago 


left that city on the Virginia for Mil- 
waukee to play a game of baseball with 
the telegraph operators of Milwaukee. 
When out a few hours, they met a 
strange young man, who wns a good sing- 
er. Dittvillor, also a vocalist, sang with 
the stranger nnd the other 
operators 


joined in after a, time. Dittviller nnd his 
new made friend moved away and sang 
by themselves. A short distance from 
them were four strangers under the in- 
fluence of liquor. They were boisterous 
and made insulting .remarks about the 
singing, one of them insisting thnt it \vas 
rotten. 
Dittviller answered that 
the 


singing was all right and lie was called 
a liar by one of the party; who proved.to 
be George O'Hearn. 
-PULLED KNIFE; MADE THREAT. . 
O'Hearn was bent on having trouble. 


With an oath he pulled a knife from his 
pocket, showed it to Dittviller nnd snid, 
"If you get up out of that chair I'll cut 
your d 
n heart out." Dittviller nnd 


his companion answered that he would 
cut nobody. This nnswer seemed to in- 
furiate O'Hearn and 
stepping up 
ho 


struck Dittviller in the fncc and gave him 
a black eye. 
Dittviller jumped to his 


feet and O'Hearn made a lunge at him 
and -they clinched. Dittvillcr's compan- 
ion took a hand and tried to separate 
them and then Josehp Miller also got 
mixed up nnd attempted to part them. 
By this time Ullrich, Goss and other tele- 
graph operators ran to the scene of bat- 
tle and the greatest excitement ensued. 
Up to tbis time the friends of Dittviller 
were not aware that he had been cut, 
believing that the men wore scuffling- 


BLOOD ON HIS HANDS. 


When Ullrich grabbed hold of Dittvil- 


ler, blood ran 
down on 
his 
hands. 


O'Hearn disappeared and Dittviller was 
carried to a stateroom. The steward on 
the boat wns notified. Dittviller's coat 
and shirt were taken off and his wounds 
were washed an dbound up as well ns*pos- 
siblc. The boat came into port and Dr. 
Fnzen was called nnd arriving at the 
Goodrich offices, found the man was ser- 
iously injured. He notified the police of- 
fice and the pal.rol wagon wont down in 
charge of Desk Sergeant Martin Johnson. 
The officer did not know the man had 
been stnbbed, but thought he wns other- 
wise injured. At the time the boat wns 
leaving the hnrbor. Ullrich nnd Goss in- 
formed the officer o{ the cutting 
and 


when asked why they did not say some- 
thing before, so thnt the nssiiliant could 
bo arrested, said they did not think it 
was serious. 


CAPTURED ON THE BOAT. 


On the way .to the hospital 
Officer 


.Tohnson secured n. good de.scriofjon of 
O'Hearn and his partner Miller, and noti- 
fied the Milwaukee, police. In the mean- 
time the telegraph operators' who re- 
miihiod on the boat sp.nrehod for O'TIcnrn 
and located him. They wore so enraged 
over the assault miule upon their com' 
panion that they threatened, and want- 
ed to throw OMTearn overboard, but were 
prevented from so doing. When the boat 
reached Milwaukee, two detectives were 


at the dock and O'Hearn and Miller were 
pointed out, arrested and taken to the 
police station, the officers here being no- 
tified. 
Chief of Police Pfister appeared 


before Court Commissioner Wentworth 
and swore out a warrant for the arrest 
of O'Hearn, charging him with assault 
and intent to kill. 


ASSAILANT IDENTIFIED. 


Armed with the warrant Chief of Po- 


lice Pflster went 
to 
Milwaukee 
and 


brought back O'Hearn and Miller at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. Both men de- 
nied all knowlcdge-of the cutting. Later 
Miller admitted to the chief that O'Hearn 
did the stabbing. O'Hearn was taken to 
the hospital and before Dittviller with 
five other men. He looked at O'Hearn, 
asked him to put on his hat and immed- 
iately said that is the man who stabbed 
me. O'Hearn did not say a word, refused 
to make a statement and was taken to 
jail. 


MAN IS BADLY CUT. 


An examination of Dittviller revealed 


sixteen cuts, some large and 
others 


small. Under the left arm, towards the 
back there was a cut about five inches 
deep and two inches long and the mus- 
cles were severed. There was. another 
about three, inches long, but not so deep; 
also a bad cut directly over the heart. 
The other wounds are simply small stabs 
and not dangerous. 
The iujured man 


lost considerable blood and was greatly 
exhausted. 
The wounds were sewed, up 


and the physician said that they might 
prove, fatal. 


WHO DITTVILLER IS. 


Dittviller is 24 years old. His home is 


in New York city, where his parents and 
other relatives reside. By trade he is a' 
telegraph operator and has lived in Chi- 
cago several years. He was employed 
for two years by the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Co., but some months ago went to 
'the Postal Telegraph Co., and was en- 
gaged on the board of trade. 


He had never seen .O'Hearn until the 


trouble occurred on the boat. Dittviller's 
cont is at the police office and is literal- 
ly cut to pieces on the back and side. 
Some of the cuts are from an inchtto five 
inches long and the garment is stained 
with blood. 


O'Hearn, the assailant is a teamster 


and was in the recent strike at Chicago. 
His partner, Miller, is employed at the 
stock yards. 
t 


The figfht occurred on the lower deck 


of the steamboat. 
There was a report 


that an attempt was mndc to bide the 
injured man, but this is strenuously de- 
nied by Ullrich and Goss. 


The -two men said they firmly believed 


that O'Hcarn meant to murder Dittvil- 
ler; in fact to fulfill his threat and cut 
the boy's heart out. 


CHARGE CHANGED. 


Tiiis morning the 
charge 
against 


O'-Hcarn was changed from assault with 
intent to kill, to assault regardless of 
human life, with a knife. 


Dr. Fn7.en informed the district attor- 


ney that he could not tell for at least 
ten days whether the 
injuries 
would 


prove fatal. 


George O'Hcarn, the Chicngo teamster, 


charged with stabbing and attempting- to 
kill George F. Dittviller, on the steamer 
Virginia, particulars of which will be 
found in another part of this issue, was 
taken before Court Commissioner Went- 
worth Wiis afternoon and the case was 
adjourned to August 31, bonds being fix- 
ed at $1,500. The bonds of Joseph Mil- 
ler, the witness, were fixed at ifoOO. Nei- 
ther could give bonds and went to jail. 


SEEK COUNTY PROPERTY 


Heirs oi Former Racine Pioneer 


Claim Court House Site. 


Have Retained Attorneys to Engage 


in L'.tigation—Involves 1'rom 


$50,000 t> $75,000. 


Does Racine county own the property 


Tipon •which its court house stands? 


This rather startling question was 


brought up today when it was learned 
through a prominent local firm of at- 
torneys that the heirs of one of Racine's 
pioneers who recently passed 
away 


claim the property rightfully 'belongs to 
them and will institute proceedings to 
recover it. 
Should this case come fnto 


the courts, and it is confidently assert- 
ed that it will, there promises to be a 
lengthy and expensive litigation. 


And who has the original plat of the 


city of Racine? 


It is a generally known fact that this 


original plat is lost: iu, fact, it has been 
for years, and the heirs to the pioneer's 
estate have intimated to the attorneys 
they have retained that it is in their 
possession and will be produced at 
the 


proper time. 


CLIENTS NOT KNOWN. 


This case is one of the most interest- 


ing ever brought up, involving as it docs 
such a.' valuable piece of what bas al- 
ways been regarder as city or county 
^property. The names of their clients the 
attorneys refuse to divulge at this tim?, 
saying that the case is still in the em- 
,bryo and will not be made public until 
tliey have looked thoroughly into it. 


Being in the heart of the business dis- 


trict of the city, the 
property 
upon 


•which the court house stands is various- 
ly estimated to be worth from $50,000 
to $75,000 and is well worth the legal 
fight it is claimed is to be put up to 
recover it. 


WOULD ERECT BI GSTORE. 


The pioneer whose heirs are now after 


this property came to Racine, early in 
the thirties and why the question as to 
who is really the owner of the court 
house property was never brought up 
before is not known. The heirs of this 
man arc scattered over the country and 
owing to this fact the attorneys in the 
case are experiencing more or less diffi- 
culty in collecting their data. 
One is 


the owner of a string of big department 
stores in the larger 
western 
cities. 


Should the heirs acquire the property 
they are now after it is claimed that 
this man will erect a 
monster 
office 


building on the site and a portion of the 
building will be devoted to a department 
store. This gentleman has been in tlie 
city frequently during the past couple 
of months in consultation with-his law- 
years here, and Whether or not he will 
push the case he has started remains to 
be seen.

A general strike has been 
proclaimed 


throughout Poland and a protest against 
the disregard of the rights of Poles in 
the scheme for representation in the na- 
tional assembly.

Eighty socialists, carrying arms, while

Besides the Vistula railway, the Te^espol 
line and the light railways have been 
compelled to suspend service.

Sultan of Sulu with his retinue 
and

Taft and Miss Roosevelt. Thousands of 
Moros, residents of Jolo and from the 
neighboring islands, were present to take 
part in the festivities, which were won- 
derfully picturesque.

When Chicago newspapers and mail 


failed to arrive in the city this morning 
inquiry was made as to the cause.

was ascertained that there was a bad 
wreck on the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway near Waukegan, 111. It was a 
rear end freight wreck and four men 
were reported killed and many freight 
cars wrecked. 


The wreck is the worst experienced 


this year and the loss of life deplorable. 
Later reports state that four men were 
killed when n beer train crashed into the 
rear of an ice train, both bound from 
Milwaukee to Chicago. 
Ten cars were 


telescoped. The dead are:

Engineer Taylor was pinned down un- 


der tho wreck in such a way that it was 
necessary to cut off his leg in order to 
got him out of the wreckage. He died 
ten miqutos after being rescued.

tracks and recovering bodies under tho 
wreck. 


Traffic wns delayed until nearly noon. 


Tho damage occasioned by the wreck 
will amount to SSo.gQO. 
MISUNDERSTANDING'*; OF OllDERS. 


The wreck was caused by a misunder- 


standing of orders as to the right of 
way, and so tremendous was the impact 
of .engine 2S4 that it plunged through 
the caboose and ten cars of tho extra 
freight just north of the yard limits.

known as the ice train, had stopped just 
outside of the city of Waukegan, while 
switching. 


At the time of the wreck a terrific 


rain and thunder storm was raging. 


DEBRIS PILED HIGH.

TOOK COFFEE, NOT WHISKY. 


Engineer Taylor was conscious all the 


time and asked the doctors if he would 
lose his log.

Deiendant in Suit tor Death. 


Relatives of the lite William Tufnel 


Have Engaged Attorneys—Cor- 


poration Thought to Blame.

It is understood that relatives of the 


late William Tufnel, ruotorman of the 
Milwaukee Electric Railway & Light Co., 
will commence a suit ior damages, am- 
ount not stated. Attorneys have been 
consulted and are making an investiga- 
tion into the facts of the accident. 


It will be remembered that last week 


Mr. Tufnel left here in charge of a large 
interurban Milwaukee, Racine & Kenosha 
car. V/hen South Milwaukee was readi- 
ed there was a broken wire in the way; 
it interfered with traffic and delayed cars 
for over half or three quarters of an 
hour. 


Mr. Tufnel climbed to the top of his 


car and proceeded to cut the wire. At 
the time it was supposed the current had 
been shut off.at the power house, but 
when the wire was partly cut and Mr. 
Tufnel endeavored, or did break it over 
his knee, he was seen to lunge forward 
and fall headforemost to the ground, a 
distance of perhaps fifteen or twenty 
feet, striking on his head. 


He was picked up unconscious and re- 


moved to a hospital. Physicians made an 
examination and found that the skull 
was badly fractured. Without regaining 
consciousness he died the following day, 
his body was brought here and buried 
last Sunday. 


In point of service he was the next old- 


est man in the employ of the corporation 
and admitted to be very careful and re- 
liable. On this account his relatives do 
not believe he was at fault for the acci- 
dent and that the corporation by whom 
he was employed were at fault. 


At any rate the attorneys retained are 


carefully looking up tlie evidence and will 
present their ideas to

raised the two submerged cars-, but as 
they did so the ends fell out of the cais 
and what dead were therein went to the 
bottom of the river, with debris from 
the interior of the coaches. The river is 
now being dragged and it id expected 
that a number of bodies will be taken 
from the water before night. The latest 
victims to be found arc an unknown col- 
ored man and unknown colored woman, 
it having been impossible up to this timo 
to identify either. These bodies 
were 


taken from the water this morning. 


TWO WHITES DROWNED. 


The only white persons known to be 


dead up to (Ms time arc W. E. Jolly, 
the promoter of the excursion, and his 
young nephew, Edward Forbes. 
There

ists who have come "to Norfolk, cither 
slightly injured or bruised. 
There arc 


23 injured at the hospitals, with

known dead, which leaves between 70 
and 80 of the excursionists yet missirg, 
and it is believed that a large majority 
ef these are at the bottom of the river. 


DANOKE FLAG FADED WHITE. 
A revised list of the injured is.being 


made up as fast as possible. The At'an- 
tic Coast Line olTicials have given out no 
statement in the matter, but Cleveland 
Thompson, an eye witness, gays that the 
imall danger flag which was placed on 
{he track to warn the approaching ex- 
cursion train that the" draw was open, 
though formerly a red flag, had faded 
almost completely white from continu- 
ous use during tho last five years. 
It 


was Engineer S. B. Ilcigs' first run over 
the Atlantic Coast line to Norfolk, ho 
having just come from East Radford to 
this line. His former employment was 
with the Norfolk and Western railway. 
Ho did not know that he was approach- 
ing a draw at the time. The faded dan- 
ger flag, it in declared, was so small tlint 
the engineer did not see it, and when he 
saw the stop si,7n, just before he reached 
the trestle leading to 
the 
draw, his 


train, which was moving 35 miles an 
hour, could not be stopped 
in 
time, 


though he made every effort to make the 
danger brakes work. Tile small, unseen 
danger flag is said to have been only 100 
yards from the trestle, which is a short 
one. 
The tug for which the draw was 


open was just in the 
act of 
parsing 


through when the train dashed into the 
water. 
The tng reversed her engines 


quickly and just avoided being caught 
by the engine. 


STAYED BY HIS TRAIN. 


Cleveland Thompson declares that En- 


gineer Keig remained by his engine up 
to the very last, <uul did not jump, as 
first reported. He went down with tho 
engine and was badly injured about the 
head and body. He is now in the Suruh 
Leigh hospital here and may recover. 


J. ,T. Thompson, aged (JO years, a farm- 


er, and father of Cleveland Thompson, 
rushed with an axe to the scene of the 
wreck, and leaping twenty feet to 
the 


top of the second coach, cut a hole in 
the top of the cur and rescued 35 people 
just before the car droppc-d into the wa- 
Kcr and became almost completely sub- 
merged. 


FIND CARLOAD OF DEAD. 


At noon divers went to the bottom of 


the river at the scene of the wreck and 
found a carload of dead men, women and 
children, these being the victims in the 
first car behind the engine, whose bodies 
went into the river when the end of the 
car dropped out as it was raised by der- 
ricks this morning.

10,000 DEATHS ON THE KAIL 


AppalliDfr 1,1st of Killed uml Tnjured-'for 


\>ar—OUior Ht:iHtt!c*. 


WASHINGTON', Aug. IS.—Ten thou- 


sand arid forty-six persons were tilled 
and S4,l.">5 injured on the railways of 
the United States during 1904. Of the 
killed 441 nnd of the injured 0.111 were 
passengers, or one killed out of every 
I,U22,2fi7 carried, and one injured out of 
every 78,523 carried. 


These figures nrc given in the annual 


report of the interstate commerce com- 
mission for 1004. issued today. The re- 
port shows that at the end of 1004 there 
were 207,073 miles of railroad in 
the 


United States owned by 2,104 railway 
corporations. 


The 
number of persons on the pny 


rolls June 30, 1004, was l,20li,]21, or (ill 
per 100 miles of line. The wages and 
salaries for the year amounted to $317,- 
508,810.

' WOULD BE DISASTROUS. 


That the effect 
of such legislation 


would be disastrous, at the present time, 
to tin1, great undeveloped sections of'ihe 
United States, and that the association 
feels thnt the interests of the rnilroads 
are so closely identified with the pro- 
gress of the country which they servo; 
that each section served by its particu- 
lar roads must depend for its expansion 
and growth upon the adjustment of in- 
coming and outgoing, freight rates; that 
flexibility in making rates is essential to 
meet local conditions alt of which fea- 
tures .ire wanting in the provisions of the 
bill; further that the association deplores 
nny change in the law on the subject, be- 
lieving that the power which congress 
has already assumed through tho. inter- 
state commerce commission and by which 
excessive rntes can be prevented and se- 
cret rebates prohibited, can be made ef- 
fective. 


LOOKKD UPON WITH DISTRUST. 
Lastly the resolution says thnt 
tho 


Racine Business Men's association 
re-' 


sponsivc to the nct-ds nnd requirements 
of the vast manufacturing and industrial 
interests located in this .section of our 
country and of the commercial interests 
here, looks with distrust, and 
disfavor 


upon the provisions of tlic Esch-Towii- 
scnd bill, nnd ask that it be not submit- 
ted into law. 


The claim is made by those who are 


adverse to tho resolution and its pas- 
sngc by the business men claim the. reso- 
lution was originally drafted by 
some 


railway compa.ny and sent to various cit- 
ies; that it ought not to 
have 
been 


adopted by ten or twelve men and made 
to appear that it was the action of sev- 
eral hundred. 


Those who favor the bill and those 


against it will be out in force at the next 
meeting and lively discussions are ex- 
pected.

They all said that Marsh appeared to an- 
swer the description of the murderer in 
many particulars but if he was the nmn 
for whom they were looking a change 
for the better in his health had so al- 
tered his appearance that they conlcl not 
identify him. Accordingly they left town 
without further action and Marsh was 
remanded to jail on a charge not con- 
nected with the Illinois case.

FUNDS NOT EXHAUSTED 


Chairman Shonts Denies Short- 


age Has Caused Stoppage 


ot Work. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Replying to a 


report from Panama that the suspension 
of digging operations on the Panama ca- 
nal bus been caused by the exhaustion of 
the congressional appropriation for oon.- 
structing the isthmian waterway nnd not 
because of sanitary work, Theodore P. 
Shonts, chairman of the Panama canal 
commission, yesterday said: 


"It is not true that there has been any 


shortage or that our plans for forwarding 
the work on the cunal were curtailed for 
lack of money recently, when an order 
was issued that the building of termi- 
nals, of houses for the employes, and of 
a better commissary should precede any 
further work in the actual excavating of 
the canal. The question of funds has not 
interfered \vith our plans at Panama in 
nny way. When last the commission met 
to project work on the canal there was 
still a surplus of about $1,300,000 whicli 
would have been left over on the first of 
next January, out of the 
funds then 


available. Since that time this surplus 
has been expended in the purchase nnd 
equipment of two steamships. 


HAS THE RIGHT TO ANTICIPATE. 
"No financial difficulties that T know 


of have since arisen. There is, moreover, 
scarcely a possibility that 
the 
work 


could be impeded for lack of funds, be- 
cause the commission has the right at nil 
times to contract against the appropria- 
tion of congress. 


"The order issued by the commissioner 


during its recent visit to Panama, to 
cease excavation on the canal, was due 
to the fact that before the men could 
dig with steam shovels they must have 
rnilronds laid to carry nway the dirt. It 
was further issued because the employes 
had to have a place to live in before they 
could be expected to work, and because 
a good commissary was imperative. Kin- 
ally, there was a lack of sufficient termi- 
nals, both for the railroads and for the 
ocean shipping, 5.000 tons of which lay 
piled up with no means of handling it."

Great Decrease in Deaths From 


Nervous Troubles in New 


York Shown. 


OTHER DISEASES 


AUGMENT MORTALITY 


Old Ailments Such as Heart Trouble, 


Bright's Disease and Consumption 


Gaining: Ground as Turbulence 


of City Grows Greater. 


NEW YORK, Aug.' 18.—An examina- 


tion of tlie health record of New York, 
prompted by statistics recently compiled 
by the Chicago health department shows 
that there has been a remarkable de- 
crease in deaths from nervous troubles 
in this city since 1S70. While old ail- 
ments such as heart disease, Brights dis- 
ease and'consumption have been gaining 
ground, all affections of the nervous sys- 
tem have diminished aa New York has 
grown larger nnd more 
turbulent. As 


stated, the investigation was inspired by 
a recent report from Chicago showing 
that deaths there from nervous disorders 
had fallen from 3T.G persons per 10,000 
in 1870 to 12.8 persons in 1904. 


GREAT DECREASE SHOWN. 


A table compiled by the registry from 


Manhattan arid Bronx boroughs shows 
these surprising results: 


Death rate per 10,000 inhabitants in 


1870, 34.72; in 1880, 23.00; in 1SOO, 10.01; 
in 11)00, 14.17; in 1004, 10.88. 


Notwithstanding these statistics Mr. 


Wellington head of the health depart- 
ment declares thn.t tho obstruction of hu- 
man life nnd health from the pressure 
and complexity of New York life is con- 
stantly increasing. It is now manifest, 
he asserts, in diseases other than those 
of the nervous system. He declared also 
tlmt the decrease in purely nervous dia* 
cases is very largely due to the decrease 
in consumption of whiskey in New York.

WOOD IN STREET PAVING 


Government Will Endeavor to 


Secure Material Which 


Will Last. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. IS.— The forest 


service of the department of agriculture 
has announced that it has taken up the 
study of woods for special uses and ex- 
periments will bo conducted particularly 
to secure a wood for street pavement 
which will prove lasting. The circular 
states that in recent years engineers have 
become convinced that with the right se- 
lection and treatment of material, and 
with the original method of laying wood 
paving can be made successful. Conse- 
quently a revival in wood paving has be- 
gun and many of the largest cities are 
again trying it. 


Wood pavement is now mnde almost 


exclusively of one or two of the best 
known woods and if it should 
become 


popular, the drain on these woods would 
be seriously increased. Tho forest service 
will direct its experiments to determine 
if there arc among the various cheaper 
and more abundant speeies some which 
by proper treatment cnn be substituted 
for tho more valuable kinds now in use. 


ITALIANS ARE AT FAULT 


Go About and Visit Friends Thns 


Carrying the Fever Home 


With Them. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 
IS.—An 


analysis of the report for the preceding 
24 hours shows thnt 32 of the 74 new 
cases of j-ellow fever appeared 
in 
tho 


heart of the originally infected quarters. 
The explanation given by the inspectors 
is thnt-Jitter their own houses had been 
disinfected and the mosquitos killed some 
of the Italians go around and pay visits 
to sick friends, become infected them- 
selves and carry the fever home with 
them. 


While the low death rate from yellow 


fever in New Orleans is gratifying there 
is considerable public anxiety to see a 
diminution of tho number of new cases 
which will indicnte more surely the con- 
trol tho authorities have of the situation. 
Malaria continues to be mixed with the 
yellow fever list thnt is reported daily.

who declares there arc more centenari- 
ans in the world than the general pub- 
lic suspects and that there ought to b« 
a good many more than there are, lays 
down the following simple rules for long 
living:

Do not worry.

Take plenty of sleep. 
Take plenty of exercise. 
Eat plenty of sugar, rice, peas, fruit, 


potatoes, bread and milk. 


Eat sparingly of fish and meat.

hundred." says this same specialist.

lately read before the public health con- 
gress in London declared that "it U & 
good working hypothesis to regard tho 
natural life of man as 100 years." 


These eminent authorities thus remove 


all excuse for death st the early age ol 
SO or 90. 


The patriarch who has attained h!« 


"three score and ten" is but a blooming 
youth, with at least thirty years of hard 
hustle still before him. 


He who at that proverbially ripe age 


thinks he has finished his life job and 
contentedly lies down to pleasant death 
is a miserable "quitter," 


But these eminent 
specialists, who 


talk so learnedly, are, after all, only the- 
orists. Neither of them has yet attained 
100 years himself or anywhere near it 
Perhaps long before they reach the cen- 
tury mark that now looks so easy to 
them their error will be buried with 
them. 


For more thousands of years than can 


be accurately computed men have mad* 
it their chief concern to live just as long 
as they can. 
Precious few, in modern. 


times at least, have succeeded in pats- 
ing 100 years. So the secret cannot be 
as simple as it is made to seem. 


"Among the negro races," says tha 


London specialist who has laid down the 
list of rules, "centenarians are extremtly 
numerous, and it is merely because they, 
unconsciously follow these rules. Tkey 
sleep so much, for instance, that a negro 
centenarian spends only fifty or sixty 
years out of his 100 awake, white • 
white man would be awake for seventy- 
five years of the time."

Nor is there 
argument given to combat the natural 
feeling that one might as well bo 
as asleep.

stated as a common nuisance against the 
peace of u community and a wholly ob- 
jectionable and unnecessary causing of 
paiu to unoffending people, nervous peo- 
ple anil sensitive, people. But there are 
>thor noises causing pain and disturb- 
\nee to sensitive and nervous and sick 
people. There is tin: infernal steamboat 
Ind locomotive whistling, Hie 
factory 


\histlea, tlie thousand and one noises of 
the street, prominent among which is 
Hie din arising from the brick and stone 
saving, the street cries in the 
large 


!it.ies, the ringing of many bells and the 
jounding of 
unnecessary 
chimes, the 


buzz and the whirr of the rapid transit 
traction cars' making express speed as 
they clatter through 
the 
streets—all 


fcheso and other undefined noises that 
nre as snreiy worthy of attention if it 
is deemed worth while to suppress the 
whistler, if tin; American nerves are to 
be considered for the tirst time, 


So when it comes to the definition of 


what is a nuisance in the sense of noise 
disturbing, nerve wrecking 
and 
nerve 


racking, 
slumber destroyer 
nuisance, 


there are some elements 
to consider, 


more or less sentimental in their nature 
and origin. What shall be done with the 
Fourth of .Inly awful din, to say nothing 
of the a w f u l murderous character of the 
day, in this 
latter 
generation? 
For 


while some localities have been able to 
suppress the noise and tlie slaughter, no 
headway has; been made as a rule. Then, 
too. as a steady, continuous, intermitt- 
ent noise may be fairly considered the 
ringing of bells, which in some cities has 
been terminated, and as to the chimes, 
not considering the perfunctory Sabbath 
chimes, but the wholly unnecessary clock 
chimes, there are numbers of people who 
will admit 
if there is to be any sup- 


pression of street, noises, these should 
be also fairly considered. It is suggest- 
ed the police can stop this street whist- 
ling, and so they could as readily as the 


•-riding of 
bicycles on 
the 
walks is 


stopped outside the business streets and 
as readily as the police compel traction 
corporations to obey the city ordinances 
a.s to speed limits and as readily and 
easily a.s the police enforce otlicr sun- 
dry ordinances. 


But to terminate the hundred find one 


noises of tho street, of the day and of; 
the night, there should be no favoritism. 
But the police force everywhere 
will 


necessarily have to be enlarged, for if 
tho average citizen hates anything in 
this life it is to religiously obey the or- 
dinances made and provided. He may 
try to do so individually, but collective- 
ly in the form of corporation and busi- 
ness associations, or collectively in the 
sense if one makes a noise so will an- 
other, or what is the business of all is 
the business of. none, noises will continue 
until the big, stilt club of a competent 
police force takes a hand and instead 
of winking at 
offenders, 
proceeds to 


make arrests regardless.

Unless tho canteen is to 
be entirely free to all workers and grades 
of employes, any diffcrcntation would be 
not only wrong but very impolite.

A case of cruelty to 
animals 
comes 


from the. state of Indiana. That state 
has an anti-cigarette law and it is being 
enforced where tho law can supply suf- 
ficient officials to watch people. Ander- 
son in that state is one of the localities 
where the enforcement of tlie law is 
deemed of importance that the people, be 
kept in the right path of reform and so- 
briety from the effects of the balefu 
weed in cigarette form, and however nee 
ossary it may have been deemed to save 
man, the lower form of animals hud not 
been provided for, so when a traveling 
company hailed tlie town short of cigar 
ettes for its smoking chimpanzee there 
wns trouble at once. The faithful officers 
refused flat footed to permit the poor 
animal to have a supply of the 
weed, 


though the showmen pleaded in vain it 
was really a matter of life and death 
that the chimpanzee have his accustomed 
supply. But the governor of the state 
had issued his fiat in the matter and so 
no town authorities respecting the said 
fiat, would permit tlie showmen to pur- 
chase cigarettes for their Buffering beast.

Memphis, it may be recalled, has 
as much reason as any city in the 
world to impose a rigorous quarantine 
in times of danger from yellow fever, 
aa, with perhaps the exceptions of New 
Orleans and Philadelphia, no other city 
in the world has been scourged so 
dreadfully or so nearly depopulated 
from yellow fever as has Memphis. In 
the "yellow jack" epidemics of a gen- 
eration ago, when the people of New 
Orleans were dying like flies, the pop- 
ulation of Memphis was being deci- 
mated almost equally as fast. But that 
was before science had come to the 
rescue by stepping to the front and 
showing that this greatest of yellow 
perils might be controlled and elimi- 
nated by simply controlling or exter- 
minating a certain fly—the female of a 
certain mosquito family which science 
discovered was the only possible prop- 
agator of the deadly, but as yet uni- 
dentified, germ of yellow feyer.

and-his splendid corps'of'trained help- 
era, are waging a battle royal day and 
nTght to stamp out the scourge. The 
city authorities are lending the hearti-

The 
czar reserves the privilege of repealiug 
the ukase at any time he may desire to 
do so, which is a caution similar to the 
one expressed in lines on our American 
timetables and entertainment programs, 
"Subject to change without notice." If 
it be true that history perpetually re- 
peats itself, this notice will not be given 
the liberty-thirsting Russian people, the 
promised parliament will never become 
a reality. Russia has just entered into 
Hie purgatory, and some bjodd stains 
must be removed from its conscience be- 
fore the land becomes a nation "by, of 
and for the people."
